DETROIT. 


The old, old, Baying, about, “ too 
rnauy cooks spoil tiie broth,” can at 
least in this case lie attributed to 
my error in my write up of tiie 
Catholic Bazaar of February 11th 
to 13th. The enthusiasm of some 
of the committee over that never 
to be forgotten grand affair, must 
have caused them to overcome all 
sense of good judgment, When I 
interviewed them.

In her letter Mrs. Walters 
slates that tiie amount realized from 
the bazaar was not $5000 but $7800, 
also she emphatically adds that the 
money realized was not raised to go 
to a fund to build a $1,000,000 school 
for the Deaf in Cincinnati, O., but 
to tie used to build a much needed 
club house for the Catholic deaf 
right here in Detroit. 

She also states I erred when I 
wrote Charlotte Eickhoff aided in 
selling those booklets foi their build 
ing fund, and not the blind of 
Flint In ending, slie said t.lie 
credit for the success rightly lie 
longs to Father Kauffman, who 
was tireless in his efforts to make it 
a huge success. Without him, we 
would not have realized $7800. Ii 
is with tiie greatest pleasure that I 
make this correction, out of respect 
to Father Kauffman, who is loved 
and respected by every deaf-mute 
in Detroit. Also to make matters 
more explicit, I will with the editor’s 
permission, publish a clipping ftom 
the Sunday News of February 12th. 
This gives a most aocuiale account 
Ol the whole affair. Unfortunately 
I did not, get possession of it until 
handed to me by Mrs. Win Rhelner, 
wife of the inventor of the Hanging 
Chandelier. If I tnayremaik, Mr. 
Rheiner lias all ready proccured the 
the patent through the good help of 
Father Kanffmau.
